If one sows or 
plante inforior seed, he cannot expect a 
bountiful crop of either roots or urain, 
Small and half-matured kernels of wheat, 
oats, rye and corn cannot be expected to 
yield large panicles and ears filled with 
plump and heavy kernels. 1f one plonts 
the seeds of carrots, parsvips, turnips aod 
cabbage whioh grew in the small podaand 
tho half-matured panicles on the slender 
stems, be cannot produce lirge roote, eveu 
if the soil bas been brought to an excellent 
state of fortility. 

‘Thia auggests the great importance of 
raising seed of the choicest quality. It will 
coat no more to raise one thousand buabels 
of beets or turnips por acre, than three huo« 
dred, if plump and heavy sced have been 
properly saved, 

In order to produce large, heavy seed of 
garden vegetables, select a tew large car- 
rots, # few turnips, parsnips and beets,and 
plant them in rich soil early in growing 
season. They should be planted about 
thirty inohes apart, that the tops may have 
ample room to spread, When the blossoma 
begio to appear, olip off all the side 
bracches, leaving only four or five contral 
stocks, which will yield seed of a much 
better quality than one can usually pura 
chase, Every kernel of such seed, when 
planted, will ptoduce a large root. Tar~ 
nips and carrots may grow in close proxim. 
ity; but turnips and.carrote designed for 
weed should be transplanted several rode 
apart. Onu cabbage will yield as much 
seed as one family will care to plant, unless 
4 crop is grown for market. A superb head 
should be transplanted as it grew. ‘Pho top 
of the head should be cut open, so thar 
sprouts or seedratalle may readily spring up 
through the centre,

the pods of cabbage and turnips begin to

By selecting seeds in this mauner for a 
few years tomatoes will come to maturity 
much earlier than in the ordiaary way, 
and every atock will be loaded with fruit. 

The melon, équash,cucumber and pump- 
kin that ripen firet, should be allowed to 
bang to the vines unlil the etems are quite 
dry, then, when tbey beuin to decay, re- 
move the seeds, spread them on a board or 
canvass to dry. The vitality of such seeds 
ia frequently destroyed by too much solar 
heat, or else by being scorched beneath the 
the kitchen stove. 

Flowers will be maturing their seeds ot 
different periods throughout the entire 
growing season, The seeds of some flow- 
eré will ripen in June, while others will not 
ripen until September or October, It will 
require but a few minutes to attend to the 
cultivation and gathering of all the seeds 
one may need, if he will attend to the little 
matter at the proper time,
